After  public 
meetings  in  September  to  discuss  the  college's  financial  situation,  the  Board  of  Trustees  agreed  to  ask  the  citizens 
to  increase  the  local  tax  support  of  the  college. 

Referendum  Central  for  the  East  Campus  was  set  up  in  the  Student  Center  (picture  #1).  Under  Mr.  Stahl's  leader- 
ship (#2)  students  and  staff  developed  voter  lists,  gave  presentations  to  many  community  groups,  and  on  December
